plan of railroad management is the most rantan- 
kerous piece of socialism ever proposed outside of 
Yiissia. 
To realize this*it is only necessary to know 
w hat the plan proposed is and we nr«* outlining it 
herein for the benefit of our readers: 
1. 
The government is to acquire ¡ill existing 
railroad properties, paying therefor by the issuance 
ot bonds to be sold to the public. 
2. 
These properties so acquired are to 1m- oper­ 
ated by A private corporation which will have no 
financial investment in the industry, its sole capi­ 
tal being operating skill. 
Its nominal capital stock 
is to he trusteed for the benefit of the employes. 
These employes are to be divided into two classes, 
the first composed of employes exercising executive 
and managerial powers, the second composed of 
wage earning employes. 
The board of 
directors 
controlling the corporation is to have one-third of 
its members appointee! by the president, one-third 
elected by the executive employes, and one-third 
elected by the wage earning employes. 
3. 
The government is to leas«* the railroad pro- 
p«*rties to this corporation, Which will pay operat­ 
ing expenses, including maintenance and renewal 
charges, and sinking fund charges. 
Net earnings 
are to be divided equally among the government 
and the corporation. 
Profits thus accruing to th<* 
employes arc to be distributed as dividends on tin- 
pay roll, the wag«* earning 
employes 
receiving 
amounts proportioned to th**ir wages and tin* ex­ 
ecutive employes receiving a gradual increase <»f 
dividend, depending upon tin* amount of profits 
which tli«*ir management has earned for employes 
of the wage-earning class. 
4. 
Whenever th«* net profits received by th<* 
government exceed 5 per <*<*nt of the gross operat­ 
ing revenues the interstate commerce commission is 
to reduce the level of rat«*s sufficiently to absorb 
'the excess of profits. 
W henever the earnings of tin* corporation
